Q.—W hat is the meaning of the ex­ 
pression found in Daniel xii, 7—“Time, 
times and a half?" 
How long was a 
“time?” 
(W. H. G.) 
Answer.—A year, or “time," accord­ 
ing to the old Hebrew method of pre­ 
serving chronological records, was or­ 
dinarily a year of twelve lunar months 
of approximately thirty days each, or 
"GO days. 
In the symbolic prophecies 
of the Scriptures, a day stood for a 
year. 
(See Ezekiel iv, 1-8; Numbers 
xiv. 33. 34.) 
A “time" therefore, of 
three hundred and sixty days, iii a 
prophetic sense, would signify SGO 
years. 
In the expression under con­ 
sideration there are three and one- 
half times, or 1.2G0 years. The same 
period is mentioned in the book of 
Revelation; 
In chapter xii, 14. it is 
culled 
three 
and 
one 
half 
times 
(300 X 3V1» = 1.2G0): in chapter xiii. 5. 
it is termed forty-two months (30 X 
42 = 1,260): and in chapter xii. G. it is 
called twelve hundred and sixty days. 
Bible scholars in general have reached 
the conclusion that these twelve hun­ 
dred and sixty years came to an end in 
the year 1709 A. D. 
Noting the fulfil­ 
ment of this prophecy at that time, 
and following tills clue, a number of 
students of prophecy are expecting that 
the “seven times" (Leviticus xxvi, 17. 
18, 24, 28). or 2320 years, in which tile 
Jewish people were to be subject to 
the Gentile pqwers and kingdoms, will 
terminate in the year 1914 A. D., as 
their kingdom was overturned and de­ 
stroyed in the year COG B. C. 
"Seven 
times.” or two thousand five hundred 
and twenty years, bring us to the date 
1914, wiien the Jew*; will be restored 
to their own land, to have a govern­ 
ment or kingdom of their own, which 
will be the nucleus of the coming uni­ 
versal government so frequently re­ 
ferred to in the Scriptural prophecies.

new questions 
come up as to the history and origin 
of peoples who were capable of do­ 
ing such work a thousand years ago 
or more. 
In Mexico almost every place with 
any promise of 
interest 
has been 
explored: *nd yet, even there new* 
'Mrcoveries are being made of ruins 
(hat have been buried so long tha» 
nU tradition as to their 
origin 
Is 
practically lost. 
In Peru, so much 
of w’hich lies up among the almost 
Inaccessible slopes 
of

Andes 
mountains, 
exploration 
has 
been 
much more difficult and the results 
far less. 
A late scientific 
expedition from

The Stanley Dollar was wrecked off | 
the west coast of Japan in August. 
1905, and the buoy must have been 
floating in the ocean curents until it J 
landed over in Scotland. 
Whether it i 
went around the Horn or through the 
Northwest Passage or down by Aus­ 
tralasia and around the Cape of Good 
Hope into the Atlantic, is a mystery 
of seafaring 
men. 
The buoy holds 
the world’s record 
for drifting

months of dire privation were passed 
on the island before the little party 
was rescued by the American vessel. 
His companions,were left in Hawaii, 
but Nakahama, w^io became a great 
favorite of the captain, w*as brought 
to the United States and Bent to a 
New' England school.

modore Perry ca*|* to Japan, Naka­ 
hama was able to act as Interpreter in 
the negotiations carried on between 
the American envoys and

anese feudal government authorities.
